CHANGING THE GAUGE OF RAILROADS. 
The rapidity with which the guage of 
railway can be changed is one of the 
marvels of the day. A year or so ago 
the broad gauge :ailway from Cincin- 
natito St. Louis was changed to a 
narrow-gauge road in the course of a 
single Sunday ; and on last Sunday two 
hundred mies of the Grand Trunk 
road, between Sarnia and Fort Enie, 
was changed irom * gauge of five feet 
six inches to one of four feet eight and 
a half inches. It will be noticed that 
all the changes which have hitherto 
been made inthe gauge of railways 
actually in use have been in the direc- 
tion of a narrow-gauge.

A Curious Murder Trial—Cootness of 
the Criminal and Stupidity of the 
Judge. 

Probubly the most novel and original 
termination of proceedings ngainst a 
man for murder that is on record oc. 
curred in California last month, and 
was briefly mentioned in our telegrapic 
news atthe time. In 1870a man ot the 
aume of McLaughlin, usually called 
Tim McLaughlin tor shortness, read in 
a Sen Francisco publication of jj]. 
repute a paragraph reflecting upon his 
Wite. MeLaughlin lived in Sacramento, 
and tor some reason or other he took 
upon himself ta suppose that one Lund 
holm, also of Sacramento, had written 
the objectionable articie It does not 
appear that he nad any reasonable 
Zztound for his suspicions, as Lundholm 
's described as a peaceable, well-con- 
ducted German, who pursued the avo- 
cation of a barkeeper ina lager beer 
~aloon, dispensing the mild beverage 
which formed the staple of trade in the 
establishment where he gained his 
livelihood with quietness and a careful 
attention to the wants of his custem- 
ers. 

Sach a person would hardly be sup 
posed to be likely to seek reputation in 
the field, McLaughlin ascribed 
iim. But at any rate the latter chose 
to consider that Lundholm wrote the 
paragraph, and he visited the place 
where the man was employed and 
charged him with the authorship. The 
imputation was at once denied. Here the 
counts of the affair that have reaches 
us became foggy; but the result of the 
in erview was that Lundholm was shot 
cad by his visitor. It is not clear 
whether he was shot because McLaugh. 
li: thought he wrote the scurilous par- 
Gsraph, or because he had been guilty 
discourtesy in denying McLaughlin's 
assertion that he had written it. But 
ne was shot. and it probably made lit 
dle difference to the unfortunate Lund- 
alm which was the precise reason tor 
his untimely taking off. McLaughlin 
Was arrested for murder, and after in- 
numerable legal proceedings, including 
(he non agreement of a jury in his case, 
was admitted to bail. 

In October he was tried again, and 

convicted of murder in the first degree, 

which everybody thought a righteous 
termination of his case. Just here. 
however, an embarrassment sprang up. 

Chis verdict sez aside the proceedings 

admitting bim to bail, and the judge, 

feeling a delicacy about one who had 
been admitted to bail by the Supreme 

Court, adjourned the court without 

making a.y order as to the disposition 

of the prisoner. The consequence was 
that McLaughlin was permitted to walk 

„ut of court with his counsel, his con- 

vietioa ot murder practically serving as 

& release for his bail. His counsel made 

motion for a new trial, bu. as the 

convicted man at once left the city it is 
nardly expected that the motion will be 
very urgently pressed.

MIDNIGHT’ DISPATCHES. 


Agricultural Report. 

WasHINGTON, Nov. 23 fue Novem. 
ber report ot the statistician of the 
department of agriculture gives th: 
cotton prospects substantially the same 
interpretation as the October statement. 
The weather has been fine for picking. 
frosts have been cartier than usual 10 
the more Northern states, but an earlier 
maturing plant is every where indicated, 
and the past month has been quite fa— 
vorable lor the development of the 
maturing bolls. While the returns 91 
the condition since August have been 
much below average, they have been 
higher than those of the corresponding 
montlis of the previous year, and very 
unfavorable scusen, averaging in Octo- 
ber 82 against 76, and in September 91 
against 80. The November returns 
give the indicated total product in 
comparison with the small crop of 1871, 
and the average made 1s about 16 per 
cent increase with the area in cultiva- 
tion, larger by 12 to 13 per cent. 

The greatest losses from the preva 
lence of the army and boll worm are 
found in Florida and Alabama. In Lou 
isiana, Mississippi und Georg ia the lo- 
cal dumage has also been heavy. In 
Arkansas a material reduction of the 
yield was caused drought in July and 
August. 

Ihe comparison by States with last 
year's crop 18 as foijlows: 

North Carolina, 121; South Carolina, 
124; Georgia, 119; Florida, 102; Alu- 
bama, 111; Mississippi, 112; Louisiana, 
121; Texas, 126; Arkansas, 105; Ten- 
nessee, 110; Missouri, Virginia, IIlinois 
and other States, which together pro— 
duced filty-five thousand bales in 1860. 
and in which cotton culture was stim— 
ulated, in gseveral subsequent years 
now scarcely yield 10 per cent 
of that amount. The total pro 
duction as indicated by the returns o1 
the first week in November is made 
nearly three lion, our hundied and 
fifty thousand commercial bales; at tha, 
date apparently 25 to 30 per cent. o. 
the crop, or nearly one million bales, 
remained to be picked, and is suit 
to the vicissitudes of the weather, whch 
might decrease by beating storms, or 
slightly enlarge it by a favorable season 
for opening and gathering the fire of 
the top cron. 

The indicated product of the fibre 
per acre, as returned irom each county, 
makes the fullowing averages for each 
state: North, Carolina 173 pounds, 8, 
C. 182. Ga. 180. Fla. 125 Ala. 170. 
Miss. 300, La. 215, Texas 220, Ark. 170. 
Tenn. 190. 

The area ip cotton, as calculated trom 
the returns of 1872, is as follows: in X. 
C. 450.629 bales, 8. C. 570.652. Ga. 
131.133, Fin. 158,099, Ala 1.357.797. 
Miss. 1.517.615, La. 940.218. Texas 914 
269. Ark. 693.512, Tenn. 519.608. In 
calculating the indicated product, the 
average bale is estimated at 465 pounds.
